Legal Redress 

136 land owners were billed 
by the Town of Wilmington, for 
the betterment cost on the ten 
streets. 

According to statute these 
land owners have six months to 
file for an ‘abatement of tax- 
es’ under ordinary circumstan- 
ces, if they believe the price 
to be too high. 

Some 20 or 30 appeals for 


abatement have been filed, 
mostly for corner lots, on the 
ten streets involved. 

In one instance, a Marcus 
Road resident has been advised 
by his attorney, Alan Altman 
of Wilmington, to file, even 
if not on a corner lot, on the 
ground of ‘errors in proceed- 
ure’.

who discovered the gold, and 
he found it near the old Mid- 
dlesex Canal, south of Burl- 
ington Avenue. 

The hoax was soon exposed. 
The man had "salted" the banks 
of the canal with some gold- 
dust he had brought back from 
California, but for a few days 
there was a little excitement. 

The third tale is a little 
more eerie.

We don't know the date, but 
sometime about 1900 a lady in 
Tewksbury was suppossd to have 
had a dream, about a treasure 
in Wilmington. 

In her mind she could see 
the place clearly, and when 
she woke up, she had her hus- 
band hook up the family buggy 
and drive her down to Burling- 
ton Avenue, to the site of her 
dream. 

She ended on the edge of the 
old canal, just about where 
the gold mine had been some 15 
or 20 years earlier, and, in 
the exact spot where she had 
dreamed of treasure being bu- 
ried was a hole, in which had 
been, so it seemed, a box of 
the exact size of the treasure 
box she had seen in her dream. 

The fourth treasure story, 
of course, concerns the famous 
Mrs Dr. France B. Hiller, the 
well-known Casket ;.ady of Wil- 
mington. 

Mrs Hiller, a doctor in “her 
own right, was quite wealthy 
as her husband, also a doctor, 
was @ very successful drug 
manufacturer. 

The lady had many eccentri- 
cities, which endeared her to 
the newspapermen of that day,

if not to her fellow towns- 
people - pet alligators, and 
her $10,000 caskets being two 
of them. 

When her husband died she 
announced that she was going 
to build a $500,000 mauselenum 
for his body, but she never 
did. He was buried in his 
$10,000 easket, in Wil dwaod 
emetery, and many years later 
she joined him,

Of course there 
about buried treasure. There 
just had to be. It was in his 
casket, of course. 

She lent sae credence to 
the story by hiring a night- 
guard, Nifty Hoban, not the 
former Deputy Chief of Police, 
but his father. Hoban sat out- 
sitle the grave every night for 
three years with a shotgun in 
his hand. 

Back about 1936, 
easkets were moved, 
both opened. There 
course no treasure. 

The last story, which has 
been told before, concerns a 
man named Alanson Jaquith, who 
was born on Aldrich Road where 
Sidney Roberts lives today. 

Lanse, as he was called, 
lived in the. red house at the 
corner of yain Street and 
Clark Street. He had a barn 
and blacksmith shop where the 
Lyons 0il Company station is 
today. 

One day he was found dead in 
the barn - he was about 88 at 
the time - a suicide. 

Reputedly he had hung him- 
self because his son-in-law 
had sold some land that Lanse 
gave him as a wedding gift. 

The story in Wilmington, 
(firmly believed by some) was 
that Lanse had drawn $5000 
from a Boston bank the mormhg 
of his death, and that he had 
either burned the money in the 
forge, or had secreted it in 
the barn or house. 

The barn was searched many 
times, and finally torn down, 
and the house too, was most 
thoroughly searched, even to 
the point of punching holes in 
the plaster. 

No money was ever found, or 
at leasi admitted to be found. 
The late Charles Blaisdell, 
who lived nearby as a youth, 
said that there wasn't any 
money, and Charlie was a keen 
observor - but of course the 
romantic feeling people can 
always feel differently if 
they so choose.
